The Russian writer, David Za- 
slavsky says in the Moscow Liter- 


ary Gazette that it's impossible 


to be genuinely educated withou 


knowledge of the Russian lan- 
guage 

Zaslavsky claims that the 
“countries of new Gemocracy’ 


'meaning Moscow’s satellites) are 
learning the tongue, and that 
even Russia's enemies are study- 
ing it. He adds that “'The Voice 
of America’ (the United States 
official broadcast) lies in Rus- 
sian.” 

Well, I'm afraid we can't take 
it for granted that there is a 
widespread thirst for Russian in 
the United States merely because 
“The Voice of America” employ 
it in some broadcasts. However, 
it certainly is te be hoped Rus- 
sian isn't being neglected by 
American authorities, 

After all, Americans would be 
more than stupid if they didn’t 
acquaint themselves as far as 
possible with the country which 
has declared that the democratic 
form of government, way of life 
and religion must be destroyed 

Should a hot war grow out of 


the present cold war (which 
heaven forbid), the United States 
would look mighty sick if she 
didn't have plenty of citizens 


who knew Russlan-—and a lot of 
other things pertaining to the 
land of Communism 

There has been in 
States a tendency—now happily 
disappearing—to play ostrich to- 
wards the evils of Communism 
Americans have tried to avoid 
discussing the facts about Com- 
munism, hoping thus (1) to avoid 


the United 


friction with Russia and (2) to 
prevent the spread of this ism 
among the American people 
This tendency has been res 
ponsible for the heated argument 
over whether Communism and 
the affairs of the Soviet Union 
should be discussed in the class 


rooms of United States universi- 
ties and high schools. Many insti- 
tutions have continued to put the 


facts before their students and 
there is a growing feeling that 
this is no time to play ostrich 
with the subject 

There is recognition that the 
only way to combat @ great evil 
is to learn all there is to know 
about it 

But where is the west to get 


the real facts, in view of the iron 
curtain? Naturally, we aren't 
going to get them from sources 
tontrolied by Moscow. I think 
the answer is that we must de- 
pend mainly on our own govern- 
ment and on our own press for 
our information

American correspondents who 
are working behind the iron 
curtain aiso are doing a grand 
job of objective reporting 
Naturally they are up against a 
tough censorship, but daily they 
are adding to the west's know!
